FRESH TURF GOSSIP FROM HAVANA. 

Havana, Cuba, Docemlier fi. — Martin Natlianson, 
associate judge and handicapper of the Havana race 
meeting to open at Oriental 1'ark December lti. has 
arrived aud assumed his duties at once. Mr. Xa- 
thausou has compiled a list of all the iiorses in 
training at the Culian track, and this list, with 
tliose horses arriving from Maryland, indicate the 
presence here by December 10 of more than 400 
horses. Other officials already at the track aud 
busy with preliminary work are Frank J. Brueii, 
Harry Brown. Jr., and Cleorge Dillon. 

The twenty-six horses in the stable of H. G. Bed- 
well at Oriental Park are all doing finely. Mr. Bed- 
well says none of his horses is sick and he has not 
heard of a sick horse at the Havana track. 

G. W. J. Bissell. of Pittsburgh, who has been 
here for several days, will spend the holidays with 
his family in the States and will return here soon 
af'er January 1. Mr. Bissell has twelve horses 
in tlie hands of trainer Jim Gass. 

, W. C. Westmoreland is one of the early arrivals 
t.om Maryland. He has Skeets, Stubborn and 
Cffiazl at tlie Havana track and he will have charge 
of several other horses for owners who will arrive 
within a few days. 

Logan Denny, who has three of his own horses 
here and who will train tlie nine horses in the 
stable of G. H. Keene, expresses himself as being 
much pleased with Cuba, the climate, the iieople 
and Jhe local race track. 

Jockey J. Smyth will do the riding for the Bed- 
well stable here.

How Isinglass Won the Triple Crown, Eclipse Staked, 
Jockey Club Stakes, Ascot Gold Cup and 
Other Great Frizes of English Racing. 



In dealing with the famous horses of the past, 
one has no intention of endeavoring to proceed on 
“order of merit” line. Such a task would be both 
invidious and hopeless. Thus, in making Isinglass 
the subject of this article, nothing iu particular is 
signified. At the same time, whatever the proced- 
ure followed. Isinglass would take a pretty high 
place, for there is no gainsaying that he was one 
of the greatest horses of modern times. 

Isinglass was the property of that splendid sports- 
man Captain “Harry” McCalmont. by whom he was 
bred. He was by the famous Isonomy out of a 
Wenloek mare named Deadlock. This mare was 
purchased by Capt. Mat-hell, to whom she had pre- 
viously belonged, from Lord Alington for a mere 
song and was in 1887 mated with Isonomy, produc- 
ing a colt which rei-eived the name of Islington. 
This animal failed to attain -any great distinction: 
hut after Deadlock had passed into the possession of 
Capt. McCalmont she was again mated with Ison- 
omy. and the result of the second alliance was 
Isinglass. 

With other of Capt. McCalmont’s horses Isinglass 
was placed under the care of James Jewitt, wlio 
had charge of a strong team at the time. The 
colt’s debut was not heralded by any flourish oT 
trumpets, his first acquaintance with a race tra«-x 
being made in a Maiden Plate at the Xewmark-t 
second spring meeting in 1892. Starting at 16 to 
1 against, he won by three-parts of a length from 
Sweet Laura. His next effort was made in more 
exalted company, as he was one of the competitors 
for the New Stakes at Ascot, and the successful 
one at that, winning by two lengths from Fealar, 
with Ravensbury, which was destined to become 
his greatest rival, third. His final race as a two- 
year-old was in the Middle Park Plate, which he 
won from Ravensbury. with Le Xicham third, and 
another which he frequently met later — Raeburn — 
fourth. 

The second season career of Isinglass was opened 
in the Two Thousand, for which he started favorite 
at 5 to 4 on. and in which he beat Ravensbury bv 
three-quarters of a length with Raeburn four 
lengths away third. A fortnight later Mr. C. D. 
Roue’s colt had another tilt at his familiar rival 
in the Newmarket Stakes, which resulted in an 
easy win for the Two Thousand hero. 

Isinglass’ next race was the Derbv. for which he 
was naturally a warm favorite, 9 to 4 being laid 
on. Isinglass again came through triumphantly, 
though there was a period in the race during whicn 
the portents were not altogether favorable. First 
Raeburn threatened to give trouble, and after he 
had been disposed of Ravensbury appeared in the 
light of a formidable competitor. Isinglass, how- 
ever, liked a tussle, and settling to his work, ne 
finally defeated Ravensbury by a length and a half. 
Raeburn again being third. 

The winning of the triple crown now seemed to 
be merely a matter of health for Isinglass, and 
as he was at his best when Dot caster came round, 
he duly realized expectations, beating Ravensbury 
by a half length, though that margin did not ade- 
qnately reflect the amount he had in band of 
Ravensbury. which once more filled second place, 
with Le Xicham third. Thus the placings were 
similar to those in the Middle Park Plate in the 
previous October. The way in which “form” was 
constantly reproduced almost to a mathematical 
niecty where the leading classic animals of the 
times were concerned was remarkable. 

Which prompts the reflection that Ravensbury 
was just about as unlucky as Minting in running 
up against the mighty Ormonde. That Ravens- 
bury himself was well up to the standard of aver- 
age Derby winners will scarcely be disputed. Apart 
from his continual "proximity” to Capt. McCal- 
mont’s colt, he put on record several other sterling 
performances. As a four-year-old lie won the Man- 
chester November Handicap with 130 pounds in 
the saddle, while in the following June he carried 
off the Ascot Stakes despite the fact that he had 
to shoulder 135 pounds. He also won the Hard- 
wicke Stakes, beating La Flecbe, on which odds of 
5 to 1 were laid. 

To go back a little, however. Following the St. 
Leger, Isinglass was next seen at Manchester, 
where he took part in the rich Lancashire Plate. 
Among his three rivals for this race was Raeburn, 
to which the crack had to concede ten pounds. 
Many doubted his ability to do this, aud the 
doubters scored when Isinglass failed by a length 
against the Duke of Portland’s colt, thus sustain- 
ing his first and only defeat. 

When Isinglass made his first appearance as a 
fonr-year-old. in the Princess of Wales’ Stakes, 
a new- star had risen in the firmament. This was 
Ladas, which had won for Lord Rosebery his first 
Derby. In the rich Newmarket race mentioned, 
then one of the ten-thousand pound events, odds 
were laid on the three-year-old. while Ravensbury 
was also preferred to Capt. McCaimont’s celebrity. 
The last named, however had no difficulty in dis- 
posing of both Ladas and his old antagonist, but 
he experienced some trouble in disposing of the 
attentions of the 50 to 1 chance Bullingden. which 
was only defeated by the margin of a head. 

Isinglass was again opposed by I .arias and Ra- 
venshury. in addition to Raeburn and the future 
St. Leger winner Throstle, in the Eclipse Stakes. 
Tlie odds were on this occasion laid on the first 
named, though Ladas again commanded a goodly 
following. Lord Rosebery’s colt made a better 
fight at the second time of asking, but even so had 
to be content with second place to his older classic- 
rival. Isinglass’ only other appearance this year 
was made in the Jockey Club Stakes, in which he 
once more fount! himself opposed to Throstle and 
Raeburn. The filly, which had then won her Don- 
caster laurels, was deemed to be the chief source 
of danger to Isinglass, but she was in no mood for 
racing. Instead sbe bolted and did not pass the 
post, the favorite winning comfortably from the 
French Gouyernail. with Sion o’ Mine third. Thus 
Isinglass swept the board of tlie ten-thousand pound 
events: and this representing a tolerably good year’s 
work: the colt retired for the season. 

There was indeed little left for him to accomplish 
apart from adding his name to the list of Gold Cup 
winners, and this he was afforded the opportunity 
of doing. The opposition to the son of Isonomy was 
not strong, being, as it was, confined to Reminder 
and Killsallaghan, though both these were useful. 
Reminder had run third in Ladas’ Derby, aud after- 
wards won the City and Suburban, while Killsalla 
ghan proved good enough to win a Chester Cup. 
Neither of them, however, codld make any impres- 
sion upon Isinglass at Ascot, the race ending in a 
three-lengths victory for the champion. — “J. F. P.” 
in Sporting Life.

EPSOM DERBYS OF A HUNDRED YEARS. 

Incidents Attending the Running of the Most 
Famous Race of the World. 



(First Article.) 

The Derby of Waterloo year was won by the 
I hike of Grafton’s Whisker. The Duke had previ- 
ously won the race on three occasions — with Tyrant, 
Pope and Whalebone, tin* last two named, like 
Whisker, being sired by the famous Waxy. After 
Whisker came in lSW II. R. II. the Duke of York’s 
Prince Leopold, of which tliere is nothing else par- 
ticular to record: lint the names tiiat crop up about 
this period are significant signs of the times, as- 
sociated as they are in more than one instance 
with eontemiKirary history. This must have been 
a somewhat melancholy occasion to many of those 
then present, for since the last gathering on the 
downs the fields of Quntre Bras and Waterloo had 
been fought and won. and more than one familiar 
form and face was missing. 

A name intimntley known to old students of the 
turf is associated with Azor, the ’17 winner, which 
was owned by Mr. John Payne, uncle of a genial 
and popular sportsman, George Payne, as he was 
familiarly called by his contemporaries. Azor’s 
owner was the elder brother of Joseph. George 
I’ayne’s father, who some years before had fallen 
in a duel. both brothers Iieing amongst the fastest 
aud gayest of men about town, but John was tile 
only one of the family who ben towed any active 
patronage upon the turf until his nephew made 
hiniKelf famous upon it. At the date of Azor’s 
Derby young I’ayue was but a lad of thirteen at 
school, where possibly, like his friend of after 
years. Admiral Rous, when a Westminster scholar, 
he may likely enough have made and lauded his 
maiden investment upon his uncle’s colt. Tills, 

however, without meaning any pun. is purely a 
matter of speculation, which we must abandon for 
the region of facts, of which the one that remains 
to be mentioned in connection with Azor’s Derby 
is that it was the first winning mount in the race 
of that pre-eminently famous jockey. Jim Robinson. 

The stake also showed a decided improvement in 
value, but that of 1818. won by Mr. Thornhill’s 
Sam, was still richer, with sixteen starters out of 
fifty-six subscriptions, giving a value of $8,500 — 
the largest then known. Tiresias, the next year, 
landed the same amount within a “century” or so 
for the Duke of Portland, and then there was a de- 
preciation in its value for a few years. Both the 
talent ami the fielders alike experienced a rough 
time at Epsom in 1820. not exactly in a pecuniary 
sense, though someone must have suffered in this 
way, too, but by reason of a boisterous gale of wind 
that raged over the Downs, rending the booths to 
shreds, ciul demolishing the “gibbet,” making a 
slate of things as disagreeable as on Bloomsbury's 
and Hermit’s wintry festivals, or, as in the early 
morning of l’laeida's Oaks day. when a stand was 
fairly blown down, though by the time the race was 
run tile elements had happily taken upon themselves 
the character of the heronine’s gentle name. 

Appropriately enough, Mr. Ttiorniiiirs Sailor, a 
sou of Seud. weathered the storm of 1820 and won. 
Iieing, no doubt, quite at home tracer me unusual 
visitation, but history is silent as to whether the 
field behind hint' was scattered like the canvas 
wreckage that strewed tbo hill and course. Noth- 
ing particularly noteworthy attends the victories of 
Gustavus niul the Duke of York’s Moses in the next 
two years, but of Mr. Udney’s Emilias, the winner 
of ’23. it may bo mentioned that he was Frank 
Buckle’s last Derby winner, and that his name is in 
many fashionable and distinguished pedigree tables 
at this day. He was a stout, muscular animal, of a 
hunting more than a racing stamp, and successful, 
too, in getting hunters, the best of his bloodstock 
Iieing Tlicon and the better-known Priam. Two past 
Derby winners. Phantom and Whalebone, claim be- 
tween them the honors of the next three years with 
their issue, the first with Cedric and Middleton, the 
other with the neat little Lapdog. 

Of this trio, the best known is Middleton, whose 
history is somewhat curious. lie never started 
but once in his life, and this was for the Derhv. 
which he won, and for which though he had never 
seen a race course liefore, he was made a 7 to 4 fa- 
vorite. His backers, as “The Druid” tells the 
story, were blissfully ignorant of the risky nature 
of their speculations. tli« fact Iieing that on the 
morning of the race the lad in charge of the horse 
had been tampered with ami prevailed uikhi to 
indulge him with a bucket of water to drink shortly 
liefore starting. Happily. Middleton was located 
soup* little distance from tin* course, ami having 
walked over from his stable to the post, was after 
all so little the worse for his unorthodox refresh- 
ment that his trainer declared that “even with five 
gallons inside, nothing could touch him,” and, as 
the event proved, he could have won the Derby in 
a trot. 

Middleton was a big-boned, heavy-topped animal, 
and won the Derby from sheer speed, staying not 
Iieing his strong point, although not quite deficient 
in endurance; hut his great frame and weight 
adapted him best to a two-year-old course. It 
mattered little, however, what sort of course or 
distance he was likely to prefer, for after his 
solitary essay and triumph at Epsom lie developed 
such an extraordinary temper that nothing could 
lie done with him Init to turn him out of training 
mid he was ultimately sold to the Emperor Nicho- 
las for the stud. 

. With Lapdog. the winner in ’20, a 50 to 1 out- 
sider, tin* name of Lord Egremout appears for the 
fifth time on the roll of successful owners, a 
series of triumphs which is not chronicled of any 
other patron of the s|K»rt. though in later times 
Mr. Bowes and Sir Joseph Hawley are each credited 
with four, and several gentlemen liefore and since 
with three each. To tlie latter class belongs Lord 
Jersey . who, scoring his first win with the chestnut 
Middleton in ’25, followed up his success in ’27 
with Mameluke, a son of Partisan, another admir- 
able strain of blood, from which descended the 
mighty Gladiateur. A marked advance is now no- 
ticeable in the entries, for which the highest 
number previously was sixty when Emiiius won, 

hut with only eleven starters, while on this occasion 
the.v reached eighty-nine and twenty-three re- 
spectively, raising the stakes to about $13,500. 

In _’28 occurred the first instance of a dead- 

beat in the Derby for first place, ties for other 

places, however. Iieing of more frequency. The 

dead-heaters on this occasion were the Duke of Rut- 
land’s Cadland. by Andrew, a little-known sire, and 
llie Hon. E. Petre’s The Colonel, by Whisker, 
trained at Whitehall, and mounted by Bill Scott. 
The Colonel was a short, cobby animal, of fine 
speed, lint soft-hearted, always cutting it when col- 
lared, rare though it was that he met anything 
Dtft enough to collar him. Cailland. it seemed, did 
this in the Derby, though not quite early enough 
to finish in front of him. In the run-off. however, 
Cadland stuck to his rival till lie wore him down, 
and won, tlie set-to between Jim Robinson, on the 
winner, and Scott, on the son of Whisker, being 
perhaps one of the most memorable incidents in 
Epsom records. 

This was Jim’s fifth Derby victory, but as yet 
his great contemiiorary had not scored bis first * at 
Epsom. He had Ills solatium, however, at Don- 
caster, when The Colonel, in the St. Leger. prov.*d 
himself after all the better horse, and was ulti- 
mately purchased by his Majesty George IV., and 
at the royal sale in the next reign came into 
the hands of Mr. Tattersall for stud pur|toses, for 
which his Waxy blood eminently qualified him. His 
sire. Whisker, the Derby winner of 1815, was also 
useful at tlie stud, particularly in getting good 
sound mares, one of which, named Catherina. ran 
in 171 races, anil foaled until her thirtieth year. 

Ill 1829 tin* fiftieth Derby was run, which Mr. 
Gratwicke, with rare good luck, won with Fred 
crick, this being liis first season, and the winner 
the first horse lie had run for any important stake. 
Glancing down the list of winning owners, the prize 
had uii to this date fallen most frequently to the 
aristocracy. Tin* same sires, too, and several of 
them winners of the stake, appear pretty frequently 
in the iiedigree tables of tlie winners. The number 
of subscribers to and value of the stake had. of 
course, fluctuated from year to vear. but by this 
time the original figures had more than doubled, 
proving that the raee had taken a fair hold upon 
popular favor. 

At the end of the G<*orgian Era a change is no- 
ticeable in the character of the race: the aristo- 
cratic element amongst its supporters gradually 
diminisiies. and though luck decs not quite desist, 
them, flip influx of less noble but wealthy sportlt- 
nien into its list of patrons tends greatly to its in- 
creasing importance, and. of course, to a more 
equal division of its honors lietween tlie two classes. 
Thus in is: to we find William Chiffney. the trainer, 
winning with Priam, and after Lord Lowther had 
taken tlie race with Spaniel in ’31. four commoners 
in succession were returned as the recipients of 
the prize. Harking back for a moment to the 
winner of the raee of 1830. which, like Mameluke 
in liis vear. had to put tip with second honors in 
the I-eger. we may note tiiat Priam, with St. Giles, 
a later Derby winner, and some others, was pur- 
chased at a high figure hy the Americans, the re- 
sult of which enterprise has been apparent in the 
improved condition of the thoroughbred in their 
country. 

In Spnniol’s year (1831) the subscribers to the 
race for the first time readied three figure:, the 
number Iieing 105. below which it lias not since 
fallen, except in the following year, when it only 
just too|M*d Hie century. The winner on this last 
occasion was Mr. Hillsdale's St. Giles, by Tramp, 
which gave Bill Scott liis maiden Derby success. 
Tramp again sired tlie winner in '32 — Mr. Sadler’s 
Dangerous, about the last of ihe old four-mile 
hero’s progeny that raced, a lid got when he was 
quite blind and broken- winded from age. Isaac 
Sadler, it seems, had set his heart on having -a 
Tramp, and having sent one of his best mares^fo 

Wro. tbe result proved tiiat. in spite ot age, in- 



firmity, anil disinclination — for tlie horse and liis 
visitor hail to 1 m* left together for a night in the 
loose box— the stout old stallion could yet leave 
among his last sons one good enough to win a Derby.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

, Count von Bernstorff yesterday presented to tlie 
state department a communication asking for the 
lessons for tlie request for tlie withdrawal of ('apt. 
Boy-Ed anil ('apt. von Piipen. the German naval and 
military attaches, resiiectivcly. It was stated au- 
thoritatively. though not iu the iniiimunieation. 
that the ambassador would under no consideration 
ask the United States to get safe conducts for tin* 
attaches. The German government was represented 
ns considering it incumbent upon the United States 
to return the attaches in safety to German terri- 
tory and bring their successors here, if it devel- 
ops from the state department's answer that other 
incidents than the Archibald case and the testimony 
at the trial of the conspirators of the Hamhurg- 
American line were considered liy the United States 
in asking tiiat the attaches lie withdrawn, Germany 
will contest the withdrawals. If the department 
replies that those two incidents alone were respon- 
sible tiie withdrawals will take place without further 
inquiry or protest. Even then, however, Germany 
will consider tiiat under tlie circumstances tlie 
United States must open the way for tlie attaches 
to leave the country. The embassy was represented 
as considering that it ami tlie attaches stand be- 
fore the liar of public opinion. In such circum- 
stances the understanding is tiiat the embassy will 
deny that the attaches have in any way been con- 
nected with anything under attack other than tlie 
Archibald incident and the testimony iu the federal 
court in New York. 

Says an Athens dispatch of yesterday: The 105tli 

German division has been rushed to Rustchuck, pre- 
sumably to meet Roumanian concentration near that 
lioint and repel an expected movement of Russian 
troops. Greek military authorities received word to- 
day tiiat Germany is sending heavy artillery to the 
Roumanian border from the western front. Tlie 
Roumanian order commandeering all foreign ship- 
ping in Roumanian |iorts. “in the interests of the 
national defense,” was scheduled to go into effect 
today. It was expected to give rise to trouble 
at once along the Danube if Roumanian authori- 
ties seize Austro-Hungarian or Bulgarian cargo 
lioats carrying munitions. Well-informed circles 
here did not consider the Roumanian move as suffici- 
ent evidence tiiat Roumunia is to enter the war 
with tlie allies, lint admitted the Itiikliarest attitude 
was most puzzling. King Constantine, it was re- 
liably reported today, is about to assure the allies 
that their demands will la* met in full. Greece 
may not openly state her jiositioii to the world, but 
the assurances will be of such definite nature as to 
remove all doubt in laindon and l'aris. Tlie most 
severe fighting in tlie Balkans is going on south of 
Flevlje. In this region tiie fierce resistance of the 
Montenegrins is reported to have checked the Aus- 
trian invasion. 

Tlie following official communication was issued by 
the Bulgarian war office yesterday: After the de- 

feat of the Serbians last Monday near I’risrend the 
remains of the Serbian army retreated toward 
Djakovo and along the Balidrini toward Diltra anil 
Scutari, pursued hy our troops. Friday our column 
following the Serbians along the Balidrini overtook 
them in positions on the left hank of the. Ljuiiia 
and energetically attacked and dispersed the Serb- 
ians. who fled precipitately. The Serbians lost here 
100 field guns and howitzers. 200 motor ears, a 
great quantity of war material. 150 transport 
wagons and large quantities of uniforms and equip- 
ifient. Tbe road along tiie Balidrini to Ktiiarjuma 
was blocked with the liooty. Serbo- Montenegrin 
tr.iops retreating toward Djanto evacuated this place 
at the sight of our troops, leaving behind six 
howitzers. Our cavalry continues the pursuit. Ac- 
cording to statements of prisoners King Feter of 
Serbia had to he carried on a stretcher because 
the march along the Drina river was even impossible 
for horses. 

Chemicals pnt in the water of the Hill liner 
Minnesota’s lioilers may have caused the breakdown 
of the big freighter, now on its way to San Fran- 
cisco, according to information received by C. W. 
Wiley, marine superintendent of tin* Great Northern 
Steamship company. All of the sixteen boilers were 
put out of commission by leaky tubes at various 
times since the Minnesota left Seattle November 14 
for London with a cargo of 16,000 tons of foodstuffs. 
Five hundred extra tubes were carried for replacing 
any of the 0,500 tubes in the boilers, lint the supply 
has been practically exhausted. British agents in- 
formed the company. Mr. Wiley said, that a water 
tender lioasted to liis wife tiiat the vessel would 
not make the voyage. I sent this information to 
Capt. T. W. Gariiek by wireless, but lie has made 
no comment on it. The Minnesota will return to 
San Francisco. Mr. Wiley said, instead of putting 
into San Diego. 

Five additional indictments were returned at New 
York yesterday against Robert Fay, Walter Schulz, 
Max Breitung. Dr. Herbert Kienzie, Engelbert 
Bronkliorst and Paul Darelie. All were charged 
with conspiracy to commit murder, to commit as- 
sault with deadly weapons and to destroy ships. 
The previous indictments against them merely 
charged them with attempting to destroy ships. 
Fay. who says he is a lieutenant in tlie German 
army, and liis associates were originally arrested 
on charges of conspiring to blow up ships carry- 
ing munitions to tiie allies. Fay claimed to have 
invented a device which could lie attached to the 
propellers of the ships and which would he ex- 
ploded by the movement of tlie vessels. The 
original charge referred to ships presumably owned 
by the allied nations. Tlie nV*w indictments speci- 
fically state that the alleged conspiracy was di- 
rected against Americans and ships owned in part 
or whole in this country. 

A new record in receipts of hogs was established 
at the Chicago stock yards yesterday when 80,000 
were received. Last Monilay 48.000 hogs were re- 
ceived. The average Monday run of hogs is 30.000. 
Today's record run. which presaged a sharp break 
in tlie price, and the iKissiliility of a severe short- 
age later, was caused by the lack of feed in hog 
and cattle raising states. Shippers reported that 
feed conditions throughout the entire middle western 
and western states are serious, due to a freeze 
suffered by the corn (luring August. It was es- 
timated that there were more than 14.500.000 pounds 
of pork in the shipment. Fork sold Saturday at 
prices ranging between $6.85 and $6.90. but It was 
predicted that before the end of the week prices 
would be the lowest- in several years. Shipments 
of cattle also were large, tlie receipts being 35,000. 
as against 25,000 a week ago. 

The Athens correspondent of the Havas agency 
sends the following to l’aris under date of Sunday: 
According to news from Saloniki the Serbian troops 
retiring from Monastir arrived at Gievgeli yester- 
day and will fight under the orders of General Sar- 
rail (commander-in-chief of the Flench army iu the 
orient) in junction with the French troops. A hand 
of Turkish and Bulgarian irregulars is reported to 
he between Monastir and Kavadar, seeking to har- 
rass the French at Kavadar. A. M. Eliplitherios 
Venizelos. ex-premier of Greece, lias issued a mani- 
festo addressed in the name of the liberal party to 
the people of liis country advising abstention from 
voting in the forthcoming general elections. The 
manifesto was issued Novemlier 21. but its transmis- 
sion by telegraph was prevented by tlie Greek gov- 
ernment, and it reached Paris today hy mail. 

With fire raging in No. 2 hold, the British 
steamer Carlton arrived in jiort at Halifax yester- 
day with 7.300 tons of sugar on board. Captain 
Henderson at once reported to the admiralty. 
"What was the cause of the explosion?” the captain 
was asked. “What is the cause of them all?” he 
repli.-d. He said the ship was rolling heavily when 
the fire was discovered and he was not sure whether 
an explosion had ocoiirrial. The steamer Carlton 
of Newcastle sailed from New York with sugar 
last Thursday lioiiiid for Queenstown for orders. 
The fire was discovered Saturday afternoon and 
tlie smoke was so dense it was impossible to make 
mu investigation. Steam was forced into the hold 
and the hatches were securely fastened down. 
The Carlton then raced for Halifax. 

An official communication issued at Paris says: 
Tiie activity of tlie artillery lias lieeome more in- 
tense on lxiih sides. In Belgium our artillery ef- 
fectively shelled the underground passageways in 
. the region of Hetsas. where hostile troop uiove- 
'brents were vepoHed.' In* Artois our batteries en- 
ergetically replied to a violent liomhardment of our 
trenches at Crassier Double, to the southwest of 
I»os. Between the Somme and tlie Oise our trench 
guns destroyed enemy posts to the north of llerbe- 
court and a shelter for machine guns under a 
cupola toward Tilloloy. Mine fighting continued to 
nnr advantage in the region of Frise. iu the St. 
Mard wood, to the east of Tracy-le-Vul and on the 
heights of the Meuse at Les Eparges. 

A dispatch of yesterday from Shanghai. China, 
says: The crew 'of the Chinese cruiser Chao-Ho 

mutinied last night and opened fire on the arsenal 
and two other warships. The fire was returned by 
tlie two other warships and the engagement lasted 
ail hour. Many shots were exchanged, several of 
them falling iu tlie foreign section of the city. 
Apparently tlu* outbreak lias been confined to the 
Chao-llo. Tin* Chinese authorities announced tiiat 
Hu* Chao-llo would Im* shelled and sunk at day- 
break. At that hour, however, all was said to In* 
quiet at tlie arsenal. Conflict ing accounts of tie* 
nature of the outbreak are current, aud owing In 
siriet measures taken by the authorities it lias been 
imp. ssilde thus far lo obtain official information. 

Tlie recruiting scheme of tbe Earl of Derby, 
director of recruiting, has not lieen as successful 
as had been hoped for. according to Janies Henry 
Thomas, labor member of parliament, addressing a 

meeting of railway workers at Long Eaton Sunday 



night. Mr. Thomas said he had discussed tlie mat- 
ter with the Earl of Derby Saturday and tiiat tin* 
earl had expressed the opinion that his plan hail 
not lieen as successful as he had anticipated or had 
a right to expect. Therefore, the earl declared, 
tlie supreme effort must lie made in the next few 
days hy those who valued their freedom and were 
opposed to conscription. 

That tlie Germans plan iiik* more great drive 
against the French and British lines in January, 
after which, in case they fail, they will turn to 
President Wilson and t lie po|ie with tlie req iest 
that they start peace negotiations, is reported hy 
tlie Lausanne correspondent of the Loudon Times ■* 
on what he declares is accurate information. The 
Germans, he says, are still in a state of alarm fol- 
lowing tlie big offensive of the allies in the (‘ham 
pagen district and tin* Kriipps are working 'ever 
ishly to prepare the necessary big guns and material 
for a great drive. 

Fire was discovered in a hold of tlie steamship. 
Tyinghame as the vessel was loading sugar for an 
English port at her Brooklyn pier Sunday. Tlie 
Names were extinguished with little loss. The ves- 
sel. owned by tlie Hall Steamship Company of 
London, was to sail tills week. Capt. David Jones 
told tlie police he believed the fire suspicious, and 
further investigation indicated the Haines started 
in several places at the same time. Tlie blaze was 
similar in many respects to that discovered last 
month on the steamship Euterpe when it was load- 
ing sugar for England at the same pier.

where foot and mouth disease is not prevalent be- . 
caine effective Saturday. 

Tlie latest census figures for Ireland show an in- 
creasing population. However common this may Ik* 
in America, or in the other countries of Europe, 
tills feature is for Ireland an agreeable novelty. 
For the quarter ended September 30, the number of 
births in Ireland was 27.779. a rate of 20.8 |M*r 
thousand, and the deaths 14.670. a rate of 13.4 per 
thousand. Tliere were only 3.511 emigrants, so tiiat. 
the net increase in population is 9,598. It is the 
decrease in emigration that has turned the scale. 

In a vote of confidence for the government in 
the Italian chamlier of deputies Saturday, the policy 
of the ealiinet was sustained. 405 to 48. The vote 
followed a speech by Premier Salandra. who de- 
clared the confidence of the government in final vic- 
tory. The socoalist deputy. Signor t'ieotti. made, 
a patriotic speech, which caused many deputies to 
embrace him. 

Destruction of a large ammunition factory in 
Halle. Prussian Saxony, by an explosion, with the 
loss of several hundred lives, is reported in 
message from Holding. Denmark, to Copenhagen. It 
is said a similar disaster was narrowly averted in 
Bogden. Eilesia. Arrests are said to have been 
made in Bogden. It is said discontented workmen 
are suspected in both instances. 

The British government in a statement relat've 
to the assertion in recent dispatches from Berlin 
that Britisli hospital ships are Iieing used im- 
properly. says the hospital ship Mauretania lias 1m*»*h 
examined at Naples by the American. Danish and 
Swiss consuls and no combatants nor “warlike 
stores” were found aboard. 

General Jan Christian Smutts. minister of de- 
fense in the union of South Africa, announced at a, 
pulilie meeting that the entire force asked for the 
East Africa expedition had been recruited and that 
tlie imperial government had been informed tiiat 
the union was increasing its forces to provide for 
contingencies.

reached Kiit-EI-Amara on tlie Tigris, 105 miles be- 
low Bagdad, without further fighting.
